Each separate color was then 
worked in the hands to remove the 
air, and when this was thoroughly 
done, equal portions of the different 
clays, after being slightly moistened, 
were mixed and formed into balls in 
sizes corresponding with the vases or 
other vessels that he wished to make.

This head- 
land is evidently a place of wild revel 
for the winds, and when the storm 
is high, the waves, beating with ter- 
rific force upon this pliable soil, have 
helped to form these deep gullies and 
bright-hued pinnacles. It is this 
action of the waves that will doubt- 
less explain the peculiar form of the 
largest of the cliffs, which shows one 
color on its northern and another 
its southern face. Seamed all 
over with scars, and with scarcely a 
particle of earth upon them, these 
cliffs remind us of the eternal conflict 
between the forces of earth and sea. 
This has been a favorite field for 
the geological student. Here in the 
Miocene beds of the tertiary period 
(this is the most northern locality of 
the tertiary on the Atlantic voast) 
have been found some fine specimens 
of sharks’ teeth, vertebrz of fish, 
shells, petrifactions of wood, etc., 
aud a great amount of loose conglom- 
erate, the latter abounding in spark- 
ling bits of quartz and sulphate of 
iron. 
A short distance from Gay Head 
may be seen the Devil’s Den, which 
is somewhat like the crater of an ex- 
tinct volcano. Here there is a tradi- 
tion of the giant Manshop, how that 
he boiled whales for breakfast, using 
the forest trees for fuel, until at length 
supplanted by his Satanic majesty. 
Not far out from the shore is a long,

Dr. Freeman, of 
King’s Chapel, when he visited the 
island in 1807 and made some study 
of the character and habits of the 
natives, describes them as generally 
‘*unchaste, intemperate, without 
forethought and many of them dis- 
honest, but neater than is common 
for Indians.” Thirty years later an- 
other Boston clergyman says of them 
that they had greatly improved, and 
were then ‘* more honest, sober and 
industrious.” During the years that 
have since passed, the present ap- 
pearance of their farms and dwell- 
ings would indicate that they have 
not at least deteriorated. Their 
bravery on the morning of January 
18, in rescuing the survivors from 
the rigging of the wrecked steamer, 
entitles them to rank with the stout- 
hearted men of whatever nationality 
or age, and it is gratifying to see 
that a substantial recognition of their 
unselfish services has already been 
made.

Prof. Toy is one of the most enthusi- 
astic students of the Hebrew Scriptures 
among us. His frank and unqualified 
acceptance of the modern ‘ higher ”’ 
or destructive criticism upon the Penta- 
teuch and portions cf the prophetic 
Scriptures, has weakened somewhat the 
confidence and interest awakened by his 
earlier interpretations of the ancient 
Scriptures, but in no measure the esti- 
mation of his sincerity and ability as a 
student of the Hebrew and cognate 
languages. The object of this volume 
is to show just how the Old Testament 
Scriptures were regarded and _inter- 
preted by Christ and His inspired 
apostles. Every quotation from the 
Old Testament found in the New is sep- 
arately considered, with the main object 
of the volume in view. Whatever may 
be the generalization which the learned 
reader may feel compelled to make from 
the aggregation of instances here pre- 
gented, every one will recognize the 
obligation due to the earnest scholar in 
thus arranging and weighing the force 
and significance of the use of Scripture 
sentences and prophecies by our Lord 
and His immediate followers.

The Great Flood. 


The great flood in the Ohio river has sub- 
sided, but it has left its marks from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo. It would ke impossible to 
convey 10 one who had never witnessed any- 
thing of the kind, a correct idea of it, and es- 
pecially a correct idea of the disiurbing, wear- 
ing, wasting, destructive effects of it. Many 
houses are gone, possibly to the Gulf; many 
lie in ruins where they were beaten down by 
the waves and the winds; many are displaced 
from their foundations, many overturned, 
and all which were reached by the waters are 
more or less injured by the loss of doofs or 
windows and paint, or all. There is a house 
in this town through which a log was act- 
ually driven, making a hole of the size of 
a cannon ball, It is the house in which 
Gen. John Payne lived in the old college 
days. 

The scene presented to the view when the 
water was at its highest was sublime— 
awiully sublime. As the muddy element, 
after passing the mark of the highest flood 
known since the country first began to be 
inhabited by white people, continued to rise 
and rise and rise, there came to all persons 
who witnessed its onward and upward move- 
ment a deep sense of human weakness in the 
face of the great forces of nature akin toa 
terror and a panic. 

But the flood is over; now we are left to 
contemplate the ruin wrought by it. Our 
church at this place, built in 1819, has passed 
through four great floods — the one of 1832, 
the one of 1847, the one of 1883, and now the

The aid which has been received by the 
mayor from the General and State gevern- 
ments, and from other towns and cities, will 
all be distributed among needy individual 
sufferers. None of it will goto assist in the 
repairing of damaged churches, or in the re- 
building of ruined ones. Help to these must 
come from the friends of the churches.

It is always pleasant to know that a 
deed of disinterested, of true, genuine 
heroism, is duly recognized and re- 


quited. In the average novel this is 
usually done. The author, who, of 


course, has the ordering of events in his 
own hands, ordinarily takes care that 
poetic justice is realized; that virtue is 
rewarded ; that innocence is vindicated ; 
that truth triumphs. And it is on this 
account that people enjoy reading ro- | 
mances. In real life exact and equal jus- 
tice is not always done; affection is not 
always requited; virtue is by no means 
always duly rewarded. And so we | 
enjoy turning from the actual, where 
so many hopes are disappointed and | 
fond and worthy ambitions are defeated, | 
to the ideal — to the realm of fiction — 
where all these painful mistakes of 
Providence seem to be corrected. Wal- 
ter Scott, in the introduction to one of 
his romances, remarks that many of 
his readers may be dissatisfied with | 
the issue of his story, since all his good 
people do not turn out well; virtue is 
not always triumphant; the hero and 
heroine, after manifold trials and vicis- 
situdes, do not marry at last and realize 
the fruition of their hopes. He said 
that the reason wby his plot had taken 
the course it had, and why its outcome 
was finally what it was, layin the fact 
that he had copied nature; or, rather, 
in the fact that he had faithfully repro- 
duced actual human life. 

And yet tru'his sometimes stranger 
than fiction, and real life is more roman- 
tic than anything described in books.

The reader 
will be reminded of a poem written to commemo- 
rate ‘“ The Lost Leader ” of Massachusetts, though 
Browning’s splendid lines do not equal Whittier’s.

CHARLES WoRTH was born at Edgartown, 
Mass., June 3, 1810, and died of apoplexy at 
Cottage City, Mass., Jan. 14, 1884, in the 
74th year of his age. 

Bro. Worth was converted at the age of 
sixteen, and at once joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Edgartown, at a time 
when it cost something, in social standing at 
least, to unite with any other than the “ Or- 
thodox ” Church, of which his father was a 
deacon. He soon revealed, after his conver- 
sion, those rare gifts of head and beart for 
which he was so widely and favorably known 
up to the very day of his death. He was at 
a very early age called upon to be an office- 
bearer in the church, and for a full half 
century has acceptably filled some one or 
| more of these positions of honor and respon- 
sibility. He has been an exhorter, class-

N. H., where he became acquainted with the 
Methodists (his parents were Congregational- 
ists) and went with them to a camp-meeting 
held at Kittery, Me., in September, 1829, sev- 
enteen miles from Great Falls. He walked to 
and from the camp-meeting, at which he and 
about two hundred others were converted. 
He says: ‘In twenty-four hours after I was 
converted, I felt that it would be my duty to 
preach the Gospel. I tried to suppress the 
feeling, but it ripened into a conviction.” 
After this he availed himself of all means 
within his power to acquire an education and 
prepare for the work to which he felt the Lord 
had called him. In the fall of 1832 he went 
to Kenv’s Hill Seminary, and remained there 
tive years. In 1838, he joined the Maine Confer- 
ence, and was appointed to Argyle. The next 
year he and Bro. Lufkin were sent to Houl- 
ton, where over one hundred souls were con- 
verted. At the closeof this year he was mar- 
ried to Margaret Hitchings, in Robinston. 
He was ordained deacon in 1840 at the Con- 
| ference at Kent’s Hill,and was ordained elder 
lin Batb, in 1842, by Bishop Hedding. He 
| sustained an effective relation to the Confer- 
| ence for forty consecutive years, never being 
| laid aside by sickness, though much of the 
time in feeble health. His courage never 
| failed, and his desire to labor for the caute of
